THE NEWS IN THE BLUFES.

The City Visited by a Heavy Electrio Storm
and Disastrous Flood.

MISSOURI VALLEY MEDICS IN COUNCIL.

—_—

Interesting Sessions Held Yest rlay
~The Day's Procecdings in the
Scottish Rite Conclave—~
Minor Mention,

Conneil Bluffs was treatad th the exprri-
once of a regulie Jutie thundop storm and
cloud burst yesterday, which necomplished
abont as much divmage o the city as any
storm  during the yoar, It began to rmin
shortly after 0o'clock In the morning and
malntained a gentle ltte autumn sprinkle
until about 11:00, when the heavens oponed
and o perfect deluge deseonded, The sewer-
ugre ay stom speedily demonsteated s indm-
cleney agaln, und Ina fesw minutes tho stroots
wore rivers, spreading over  the  sidewalks
und mviading the cellars, 'he merchiants on
Upper Browdway who have sufferod so mmich
every Uit o heavy ralnstorm has  ocourred
wore soon industriously engaged ina gallant
figrhit to keep back the water  that was Invad-
ing their stores and collars, Two distinet
storms occurted.  The fiest 11lsd the Sewers
atied the streets, and before  the water could
run away the other deluge came,  The water
In the strects yesemblied rushing rivers, and
the muddy waves were carrying on  theire
crests nll sorts  of debris, Before the
socond storm wos hall over paving blocks
began 1o pour down Browlway, and the sup-
position was that the cedar block pavingon
sorne of the upper streets was again wishoed
out, The last storm continaed for thirty
minutes, and when it was over the people
turnvd out to discover the damage that bad
been done, There was scavceoly a breath of
wind with the storm, but the electrie endigy
devoloped was torriliz, and it was feared that
o opzveat deal of damage wis done,

e chief part of the damago was con fined
to tho new streets in the eastern and north-
enstery pirts of the eity, which woere badly
washied out and eut up,  The spectacle pre-
sented by the flvod coming down South First
steeot wus magnificent, The debels of the
old Methodist ehureh was piled up on the
corner of First and Broadway and cccupiod
about half of the wrea. This confined the
flood to nurrower limits than usual whero it
empties on Broadway and greatly accelerated
its force. When at its height it was two foet
deep, and when it encountered the big brick

piles it was burled Intothe aiv in gigantic
mudily waves five or six feet high, The
brick  pile  melted down under its
assauly like sand, and thoe brick

and mortie washed down in immense quanti-
ties below the Ogden house, covering the
pavement and the steect-car tracks tothe
depth of a foot, The murky tide poured over
the sidewalk and filled  the cellars und cov-
ercid the floois of Kelloy & Younkerman's
groviry store aud ol the other establish-
ments on the noeth side of the street ns far
down as North Second  street, In some of
the stores it left o flood of mudsevoeral incies
deep,  Two or thres small swwooden buildings
betweon Pirst streot and the Ogden house
had thelr foundations seriously washed out
and the brick pavement in front carred
wwiay.

The eednr blocks that poured down Brond-
way came from Park avenueand what was
feared to be agencral washout of the puve-
ment proved to be only the private deiveway
leading from the strect to the residence of L.
W. Tulleys,

The only damage o pavements ocoirred on
Franklin avenue, where several blocks of the
paving laid lnst yoar were washed away. The
new beick paving belng laid by  Contractor
Moore wits alsp badly  damaged by being un-
dermined on the sldes ocensioned by the flood
wishing out the parking and the curbig.
Thousands of paving  briclks were caroed
down and disteibDutied nlong East Picrce
streot, covering the motor tracks and making
it impossiblo to ran tralus avound the  lwop
for several houra.

Some serlous damoge wius done to residenen
property on Franklin and  Lincoln avenues
and on Eust Ploree street,  The vesldence of
E. Stockert ol the carpst company, ataz2e
Eust Pieree, was Hooaed o the depth of sev-
eral feot, und wuch of his furniture and -
pots down stairs ruined.  Ho estimoates Liis
diumage ot £2440,  Last spring he had the same
expericnes, und had several fine carpets
destroyed by mud and water, The residences
of Novman Green and My, Matthias, near by,
woere damagaod by the Hood of mud and wuter
thot poured through,

Bud washouls ocourred on Lincols and
I'ranklin avenues that will cost tha city con-
siderable to L

Alargs pavt of the grade on Benton street,
o which the property have been objecting,
was transferved from the strect to the croek,
The south approavh to the Benton stieet
bridge was also earried away.,

The cellar under J. D, Crockwaoll's bonk
stom on Brondway was filled and some dun-
ngodone to goods stored there,

There was but little damuage done on the
bottoms, but some  families living in little
houses sitinated on low and  unfiled lots in
thesouth and westarm \uu'l, of the vity, were
competled to move suddoenly.

An exciting eplsode thiat came very nearly
ending in o fatality, occurved nta little shanty
on the corner of Eleventh avenue and FPourth
stroet, It is numbered 240, and is sitnated on
an untilled lot novth of the Q" depot. The
topof the windows fronting  north come just
to the top ol the grwde, In the little  two-
roomedd shunty lived Mres, Thomas  Kelly and
& brood of balf o degen ehildeen, twoof whom
were too young to walk, The watel poured
in and filled the immense basin in o few see-
onds, and before the woman could got out her
house was llled with the ehilling tHood, The
older chiliren succeeded in reaching ligh
ground by wading out throughthe door which
the mother held open, but before she  could
pet out hevself with the two youngehiliren
in hew arms, the door was foreed shut by the
water and held tightly closed by some ul‘) the
furniture in the room Houting sgainst it. Tha
woman tried to get through the windows
and the back door, but was not able
to do so, The children bhad by this
time succceded In attmeting the atten-
tion of neighbors and seversl men came to
the rescue of the imperiled mother,  When
they forced their way into the housethe
woman  was standing in water up to her
shoulders, holding aloft her twolittle chervibs,
Shewas nearly exhausted when rescuad,
and could not hove been able o have saved
hersell and hee childron,

On Seventh avenue another family by the
name of Cleveland were  compolled 1o vaoate
thelr Tttle home and leave it o the merdy of
the turbid fHood,

Tho ].is(_htniuu played somo pranks that
mude it Interesting for thoss near by, A
Liarge tree on Mills street was struck just as
A. B Crosby, an employe of the Adams
OXPress company  was  passing. He was
knocked down aod stunned, but not sericusly
burt.

The carvent from%he batterles in the clouds
ran into the stove of M. P, Ellls, in tho opera
house, and Hghted all the incandescent Tights
forn few seconds, aud then vetired leaving o
sulphurous odor behind.  Moes. De. Bellinger
had some Intorlsting expertence.  The light-
ning came into her esidence on thetelephone
lHneand theo jumped to the electric bell that
connects the residence with the office. It
severely shocked the lady and stunned the
seryant glel who was in the kitehen, The whole
room wus filled with a brilllant blye fame.

Both the Western Unlon and Postal Uplon
suflferea the loss of their switeh boards.

The Northwestern rallway company saved
their bridges over Indian ereck by running
out n number of heavily loaded cars upon
them, The ervek waus out of its banks and
spread out over the bottoms without dolng
any damage.

The electric motor cars were prevented ran-
ning for several hours, When the storm
commoenced the roof over the power house
wus nearly all off for repalm.  Corropgated
iron roofing was hastily placed over the ma-
chinery, but the dynamos could not be run on
account of the daoger of burning oit by get-
tug wet, Thoy were shut down aud covered
up until the storm was over. 1t alsorequired
some time aol u large force of men o renove
the bricks and mud from the tracks inthe
upper eud of the eity.
